DIRECTORS*  REPORT 

To  the  members  of  the  United  Farmers  of  Ont- 
ario and  others  interested  in  this  movement  we 
submit  this  report,  representing  a  portion  of  the 
first  year  of  our  existence  as  an  Association. 

Much  has  been  accomplished,  more  than  was 
contemplated  even  had  conditions  been  normal, 
but  under  existing  circumstances  the  development 
of  the  movement  has  been  phenomenal,  and  ap- 
pearances point  to  general  organizational  tendency 
among  the  agricultural  people.  Direction  rather 
than  urging  seems  to  be  the  requirement  of  the 
situation. 

Little  organizational  work  can  be  done  in  summer 
time  and  as  this  report  ends  with  1914  the  time  for 
development  was  short  and  the  season  inopportune. 

Nevertheless  14  Branch  Organizations  of  the 
U.F.O.  have  been  established;  15  Farmers'  Clubs, 
13  Granges,  and  2  Associations  have  affiliated, 
making  44  organizations,  representing  over  2,000 
members,  to  start  the  new  year  with. 

Considerable  educational  work  has  been  done, 
and  the  appearances  point  to  a  decided  movement 
among  the  rural  people  toward  co-operative 
methods. 

Attendance  at  the  Convention  will  give  thorough 
insight  into  the  movement  and  its  progress.
